CHAPTER 631.

AN ACT to repeal chapter 72, laws of 1915, and to amend sec-
tion 894a of the statutes, relating to village separate road dis-
triets.

Secrion 1. Chapter 72, laws of 1915, is hereby repealed.
SecTION 2. Section 894a of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 894a. Every village in this state, whether such village
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be incorporated under general or special law or both, shall con-
stitute a separate road district. No part of the streets or high-
way of any such village shall be in any road district estab-
lished by the town board, nor under the control of the town
officers, provided that bridges across navigable streams * * ®
shall be built, paid for, maintained and repaired by the town
and village jointly, the expense to be borne by each in propor-
tion to their equalized valuation as is fixed by the county board,
* * % where such navigable stream is the boundary line be-
tween any village and any town; or where the bridge is buslé
wholly within the limits of an incorporated village and the span
of such bridge czceeds two hundred feet in length.

SectioNn 3. All acts or proceedings taken under chapter 72,
laws of 1915, are hereby validated.

CHAPTER 632.
AN ACT levying the state taxes for the yvears 1915 and 1916 as
required by section 5, article VIII of the Constitution.

To provide for the estimated expenses of the state
of Wisconsin for the present fiscal year in excess of the income
otherwise applicable thereto a state tax of one thousand dollars
is hereby levied upon the taxable property of the state for the
year 1915, in addition to all other taxes and charges authorized
by existing laws for such year, such levy not to be increased or
diminished by any executive or administrative officer, and the
same shall be apportioned by the secretary of state to the several
counties, and be apportioned accordinz to law by the several
county clerks of such counties to the taxing distriets therein and
bz collected and accounted for according to law.

SectioN 2. To provide for the estimated expenses of the state
of Wisconsin for the succeeding fiscal year, in excess of the in-
come otherwise applicable thereto, a state tax of one thousand
dollars is hereby levied upon the taxable property of the state
